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DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

This is a response to the restriction requirement made 12/10/2008 by 
selecting claims 13-20 for patent examining while withdrawing claims 1-12 
without traverse. 

Specification 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Muthu et al. (US Pat. 6,441 ,558). 

Like claim invention, Muthu discloses a memory arrays of a controller (34) 
as a computer readable medium storing a computer program (Figs. 1 and 2) 
comprising: computer readable code for transmitting a command signal to each 
light source of the plurality of light sources; 

computer readable code for sequentially activating the light sources based 
on command signals (user input, sensing signals); and 

computer readable code for determining an intensity value for each light 
source (col. 8, lines 5-39) 

wherein computer readable code for sequentially activating the light 
sources based on the command signals comprises: computer readable code for 
activating each light source individually, determining a control signal based on 
the intensity value of each light source; and computer readable code for 
controlling the light sources with the control signals (col. 5, lines 10-58) and 

wherein the computer readable code for converting the received light signals to 
digital light signals (col. 8, lines 5-11); and computer readable code for analyzing 
the collected light signals to determine the intensity value for each light source, 
wherein the computer readable code for analyzing the received light signals 
comprises: computer readable code for comparing the digital light signals to a 
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reference value; and computer readable code for determining the intensity value 
based on the comparison, wherein the reference value is a predetermined value 
(col. 8, lines 21-53).
